TRUMAN SEEKS 
LAW 10 AUTHORIZE 
INTER- AMERICAN 
MILITARY UNITY 


Bill Given Congress 
- Would Permit Collab- 
oration on Training, 
Organization and 


Equipment of Forces. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP) — 
President Truman asked Congress 
today for legislation authorizing a 
program of military collaboration 
with other American countries, 
“including the training, organiza- 
tion and equipment of the armed 
forces of those countries.’ 

He transmitted the draft of a 
bill entitled “The Inter-American 


Military Co-operation Act,” and 
asked for its enactment. 

Asserting that the American re- 
publics have assumed new respon- 
sibilities for their mutual defense 
and maintenance of peace, he said 
it was “highly desirable to stand- 
ardize military organization, train- 
ing methods and equipment, as 
has been recommended by the In- 
ter-American Defense Board.” 

3 Departments Involved. 

Under the legislation, he said, 
the Army and Navy, in conjunc- 
tion with the State Department, 
would be permitted “to continue 
in the future a general program 
of collaboration with the armed 
forces of our sister republics with 
a view to facilitating the adoption 
of similar technical standards.” 

“Certain additional training ac- 
tivities, not covered by existing 
legislation, would be permitted,” 
the President told Congress. The 
President would also be author- 
ized to transfer military and naval 
equipment to the governments of 
other American states by sale or 
other method. 

“The collaboration authorized by 
the bill could be extended also to 

a whose co-operation with 
the United States in matters af- 
feeting their common defense is. 
of particular importance.” 
Text of Message. 
Following is the text of the mes- 


sage: 

“I submit herewith for the con- 
sideration of the Congress a bill 
to be entitled ‘The Inter-American 
Military Co-operation Act’ author- 
izing a program of military col- 
laboration with other American 
states including the training, or- 
ganization, and equipment of the 
armed forces of those countries. 
I recommend that the Congress 
give this bill its favorable consid- 
eration and enact it. 

“For several years our Army 
and Navy have maintained cordial 
relations of collaboration with the 
armed forces of other American 
republics within the framework of 
the good neighbor policy. Under 
authorization of the Congress, mil- 
itary and naval training missions 
have been sent to various Ameri- 
Can republics. During the recent 
war, even prior to Pearl Harbor, 
this collaboration was intensively

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FRANCE DEFEATS 
LEFTIST DRAFT 
OF CONSTITUTION 


Charter Beaten by 1,170,- 
000 in Biggest Commu- 
nist-Socialist Setback 
Since Liberation.

PARIS, May 6 (AP)—French 
voters, delivering the sharpest set- 
back to the left wing bloc since 
the liberation of France, rejected 
a Communist - Socialist - supported 
constitution in yesterday’s refer- 
endum, complete official returns 
showed today. 

Totals announced by the Min- 
istry of the Interior showed that 
the constitution was defeated by 
1,170,497 votes. These figures, 
complete for the 93 departments 
of France, including all three in 
North Africa, gave: 

Against the constitution — 10,- 
450,883. 

For—9,280,386, 


tered voters participated. Their 
rejection of the constitution was 
somewhat of an upset since ob- 
servers forecast ratification in a 
close vote. 

Another Assembly Election. 

Defeat of the proposal means 
that France will elect a new Con- 
stituent Assembly June 2. This 
assembly will name a new pro- 
visional government and draft an- 
other proposed constitution for the 
Fourth Republic. 
The constitution rejected yes- 
terday, the drafting of which was 
dominated by the Communist-So- 
cialist combine, would have abol- 
ished the Senate of the Third Re- 
public and established a one-house 
national assembly of 669 members. 
The assembly would have had the 
right to. elect the President of 
France, the Premier, a majority 
of the supreme magistrates court 
and all members of the high court 
of justice. — 

The proposed constitution would 
have provided further for two sub- 
sidiary houses, which would not 
legislate but whose function would 
have been to advise the national 
assembly. The President of the 
republic was restricted to formal 
functions with no actual power. 
The proposal was opposed bit- 
terly by the conservative Popular 
Republican Movement (MRP) and 
other right-wing parties, on the 
ground that it would give a vir- 
tual dictatorship to whatever fac- 
tion won control of the legisla- 
ture. Opponents of the measure 
also maintained that it failed to 
provide. “checks and balances” 
necessary. for a democracy. 

Gaulle Opposed Plan. 

The MRP and Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, former President, had ad- 
vocated a two-chamber legisla- 
ture, and strong executive and ju- 
dicial branches of government.

For distinguished international 
elegraphic reporting, Homer Big- 
art of the New York Herald- 
Tribune was honored for “distin- 
guished reporting during the year 
1945 from the Pacific war the- 
ater.” 

William L, Laurence of the New 
York Times won the prize for dis- 
tinguished reporting with his eye- 
witness account of the atom 
bombing of Nagasaki and his sub- 
sequent articles on the develop- 
ment, production and significance 
of the atomic bomb. 

The play “State of the Union” 
by Russell Crouse and Howard 
Lindsay won the prize for drama. 

For the fourth time since the 
awards were instituted in 1917 
no novel of “sufficient excellence” 
was published in the year and no 
prize was awarded. 

Linnie Marsh Wolfe’s “Son of 
the Wilderness” won the prize for 
—— American biogra- 
pny. 

“The Age of Jackson” by Arthur 
M. Schlesinger Jr. was declared 
the distinguished book of the year 
on the history of the United 
States. 


POOL’S NEW PAINT 
WILL END PRIVACY 
OF SEALIONS AT ZOO 


The six sea-lions in the Zoo won't 

ye any more privacy than gold- 
fish in the future as a result of 
a new coat of paint which is being 
applied to their pool. 

In the past a sea-lion under 
water was a sea-lion out of sight 
and spectators were able only to 
observe the animals when they 
chose to swim on the surface or 
bask in the sun on their rock plat- 
forms, Director George P. Vier- 
heller pointed out, 

The new paint, a kind used in 
swimming pools, will reflect the 
light and reveal the animals’ 
movements under water he said. 
Since algae and slime will not ad- 
here to the paint, it will also tend 
to keep the water much cleaner. 

Donated by the Phelan-Faust 
Paint Manufacturing Co., the new 
paint, which has a rubber base, 
will be applied in two coats this 
week. The bottom of the pool 
will be painted white and the 
sides a royal blue. The sea-lions, 
commonly and erroneously re- 
ferred to as seals, are now s0- 
journing in the Zoo hospital, but 
are expected to be re-introduced 
to the pool next week. 


U.S, PATROLS IN REICH TO HAVE

HOUSE WRECKED

OTHER VITAL BILLS 


Leader Tells Clothing 
Workers’ Convention 
Congress Must Reverse 
Course or Disaster Will 
Result. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., May 6 
(AP)—Sidney Hillman, chairman 
of the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee, said today that the House 
had made a “shambles of the 
Price Control Act, betraying the 


interests of the people and threat- 
ening to plunge the nation into 
an orgy of inflation which can 
end only with national disaster.” 

Hillman, president of the CIO 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America, said in the keynote 
address before the union’s fif- 
teenth biennial convention that a 
Congressional “coalition has 
blocked, defeated or emasculated 
every other item of urgent social 
legislation.” 

“A wrecking crew in the House 
of Representatives has done the 
bidding of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, the Na- 
tional Real Estate Board and the 
meat trust,” Hillman said. “It 
dallies on the vital housing legis- 
lation and a public health pro- 
gram. It has sabotaged the fair 
labor standards amendments. It 
callously denied full citizenship 
to the Negro people by filibuster- 
ing the fair employment practices 
and anti-poll tax acts.” 

Attacks Rankin. 

More than 1000 delegates to the 
clothing workers’ convention 
heard Hillman renew his attacks 
against the House Committee on 
UnAmerican activities. 

“T° e Congress, in defiance of 
the people, has recreated that 
committee and provided Congress- 
man Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, 
a vehicle to carry on his undemo- 
cratic and unAmerican campaign 
of harassing progressive men and 
organizations and violating their 
civil rights and liberties under the 
Hitler-like guise of a holy crusade 
against ‘Communism,’” Hillman 
said, 

Hillman. said that if the nation 
was to move forward in peace and 
prosperity “the course of Congress 
must be sharply reversed.” The 
CIO Political Action Committee, 
he said, was “more solidly en- 
trenched and better equipped to 
carry on the campaign than it was 
in 1944.” 

International Stand. 

On international matters Hill- 
man reaffirmed PAC’s confidence 
in the United Nations, but said: 

“If the unity of the Big Three 
fails, then the United Nations too 
will fail. It will become no more 
than an arena for the play of 
power politics, another league of 
nations, as futile and as ineffec- 
tive as the league, 

“,.If today, a short year after 
the defeat of Hitler, it is possible 
for us to contemplate war as a 
serious and terrible possibility, it 
is because cracks have begun to 
appear in the war-born unity 
of the Big Three. 

“If the unity of the United 
States, Russia and Britain is the 
cornerstone of peace, then it is the 
unity of all three toward which 
we must strive,... 

“The peace cannot be built 
without the full assistance and 
co-operation of the Soviet Union, 
and more than it can be built 
without the assistance and co- 
operation of both England and 
the United States. Any attempt 
to combine against isolate any 
one of the three great powers 
must inevitably lead to disaster.” 

Germany and Japan. 

Hillman said that a regenera- 
tion of the democratic spirit >in 
Germany and Japan could be ac- 
complished only through the trade 
union movement. 

The clothing workers’ board of 
directors reported that since the 
1944 convention the union had in- 
creased its membership by 25,000 
to bring to 350,000 the number of 
persons in good standing. Organ- 
izing drives, the board said, were 
successful in New England and 
the Midwest, where activities were 
continuing. 

Economic Stabilizer Chester

Philip Murray are scheduled to 
address the convention, which 
ends Friday.

Weight of Peter Fleming Has 
Dropped From 154 to 98 
Pounds in 48 Days. 
DUBLIN, May 6 (UP) — Peter 
Fleming, one-time leader of the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army 
in Northern Ireland, was near 
death in Belfast Prison today in 
the forty-eighth day of a hunger 
strike which was broken only by 
a four-day respite. His weight 
has fallen from 154 pounds to 98.

One of the large shoe compa- 
nies estimated “it won’t be more 
than a week” before it will be 
forced to suspend operations, lay- 
ing off about 25,000 workers, Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. told the Cham- 
ber of Commerce the embargo 
threatened “veritable shutdown im- 
mediately,” and the Chevrolet Mo- 
tor Co, reported it would be able 
to operate its St. Louis plant only 
a few days after shipment of raw 
materials is halted. 

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion has notified the city smoke 
commissioner’s office its. supply 
of “washed screenings” coal for 
use in its power plants will be 
exhausted this week, and the Solid 
Fuels Administration has allotted 
it 20 carloads of “raw screenings,” 
use of which is prohibited by the 
municipal anti-smoke ordinance. 

Smoke Board to Meet. 

Use of this high-volatile type 
of coal will be necessary if the 
railroad signal system, powered 
by compressed air from a steam 
plant at Eighteenth street and 
Clark avenue, is to remain in op- 
eration, the terminal asserted. The 
Smoke Appeals Board will meet 
tomorrow to study the problem. 

The Pevely Dairy Co., which 
uses coal in pasteurizing milk and 
producing butter, announced that 
it will be forced to suspend opera- 
tions if it cannot obtain additional 
fuel before its present eight-day 
supply of coal is exhausted. 

The general 
placed in effect Friday by the 
nation’s railroads and the Rail- 
way Express Agency will halt all 
shipments by coal-burning trains 
except those of foodstuffs, live- 
stock, perishable commodities, 
coal, coke, charcoal, petroleum and 
its products, printing paper and 
ink, and medical supplies.

PAROLED CONVICT 
KILLS BROTHER 
FATHER OF NINE 


Former Sentenced for 
Killing in 1929 — Wife 
Says Murdered Man 


Was Jealous. 


Frederick B. Ieppert, an em- 
ploye of the St. Louis Post Office, 
was shot and killed yesterday 
morning at his farm, near Jersey- 
ville, Ill., by his brother, Howard, 
a paroled convict, who killed an- 
other man in 1929. 


Mrs. Lorene Ieppert, wife of 
Frederick Ieppert, told authorities 
her husband was -jealous of his 
brother, whom he had ordered off 
the place about five weeks ago 
following a quarrel. Frederick 
Ieppert, 53 years old, the father 
of nine children, had employed his 
brother on the farm following the 
latter’s release from Menard peni- 
tentiary a year ago. 

From questioning of Howard 
Teppert, 45 years old, authorities 
learned that he went to his 
brother’s farm Saturday night 
armed with a shotgun and a tar- 
get pistol, Finding the family 
asleep, he entered the home after 
removing glass from a _ window, 
and went to bed in a second-floor 
room he formerly had occupied, 

Child Sees Knife, 

Shortly before 7 o’clock yester 
day morning Gloria Ieppert, 10, 
one of five Ieppert children in the 
house, saw a knife she recognized 
as belonging to Howard, which he 
used in removing the window 
glass, on the kitchen table. She 
called to her father, “Uncle How- 
ard is here.” At that point Howard 
came down the stairs carrying the 
shotgun and met his brother as 
the latter was emerging from his 
bedroom. There was a blast from 
the shotgun, the charge striking 
Frederick in the chin and throat. 
He fell dead in the doorway.

GOAL STRIKE MAY 
PROLONG NEED FOR 
UPA, BOWLES SAYS 


Production Administrator 
Small Tells Congress 
‘Consunier Hogging’ 
Adds to Scarcities. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
Chester Bowles, economic stabi- 
lizer, told Congress today the coal 
strike might prolong the need for 
price controls and subsidies. 
‘He voiced the hope that most 
economic controls might be 
dropped in eight to 10 months, 
but added: : 

“Unless the coal strike is set- 


tled I don’t know where we will 
be.” 

Appearing before the House 
food shortage investigation com- 
mittee, Bowles said: 

“We must plan to be out of 
these controls, including subsidies, 
‘by July 1947. Every effort must 
be made to keep this economy as 
stable as possible for eight to 10 
months. During that time, if we 
get the coal strike out of the way, 
we should be really rolling.” . 

Bowles said the nation’s econ- 
omy “cannot stand a second round 
of .wage increases” which might 
be encouraged by rising living 
costs. | 

Chairman Pace (Dem.), Georgia, 
told Bowles that unless ‘the Gov- 
ernment adopts a different pro- 
gram for the dairy industry the 
milk and dairy products situation 
will be “frightful” this fall. He 
criticized Bowles for increasing 
dairy subsidies instead of follow- 
ing a previous recommendation of 
the committee that subsidies be 
reduced gradually with corres- 
ponding increases in prices. 

Bowles, told Pace that “if you 
were in my shoes, dealing with the 
over-all problem, you might agree 
with me on some things.” 

Secretary of Agriculture. Ander- 
son also testified. He said‘that a 
recent increase in the dairy sub- 
sidy, announced by Bowles, was 
done “without. my approval .and 


was appearing before the House 
Judiciary Committee in behalf of 
a bill to curb imposition by a un- 
ion of a royalty on the product of 
an employer. Such a payment is 
one of Lewis’s major demands on 
the coal operators. 

Government conciliators were si- 
lent on the developments, Some 
Government proposal for ending 
the 36-day-old strike was expected 
this week.

UNBRA Cut, 

Meanwhile F. H. LaGuardia, di- 
rector general of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration, told reporters after 
a White House call that the strike 
had resulted in the reduction of 
coal shipments to Italy in one 
week in April from 125,000 to 7500 
tons. He said food shipments had 
not yet been affected. 

It was the sixth week for the 
strike, which President Truman 
described Saturday as a “national 
disaster.” Congress today made 
its first tentative move toward 
stepping into the dispute. 

A House judiciary subcommittee 
opened hearings on a Dill to out- 
law any form of special production 
payments to unions, Such a law, 
if passed, would strike down 
Lewis’s No. 1 demand—for a 
health and welfare fund for his 
miners. 

Lewis was silent on this ma- 
neuver as well as Truman’s week- 
end report warning that the full 
impact of the strike was only 
“barely begun” to be felt, 

Compromise Sought, 

Even before that document was 
made public, the Senate heard sev- 
eral of its members demand Gov- 
ernment action to reopen the 
mines, 

Later, Senator Ellender (Dem.), 
Louisiana, told reporters he 
thought the report “could well 
mean that the White House is 
preparing the public for the neces- 
Sary steps of seizure. 

Seizure, however, was not being 
mentioned seriously among Labor 
Department officials as a likely 
next step—for the big reason, they 
said privately, that. the Govern- 
ment has no assurances that the 
400,000 idle miners would return 
to their jobs even then. 

What is expected first, instead, 
is some Government suggestion of 
possible compromise proposals 
which might form the basis for 
real collective bargaining between 
Lewis and the operators. 

It was learned from those who 
have been present that Lewis has 
not said a word in the last four 
days of contract negotiations.

provinces. 

The crux of the question is 
whether these two groupings 
should have a separate sovereign 
status, or should be autonomous 
divisions of one sovereign, inte- 
grated whole—whether they should 
have only loose treaty arrange- 
ments at the center, or should be 
tied together by a strong federal 
government, with full-fledged leg- 
islative, judicial and other joint 
machinery. 

It is reliably. learned that this 
issue of joint or separate sov- 
ereignties is the first and fore- 
most question on the agenda of 
the negotiations. 

If agreement in principle can 
be reached on this delicate prob- 
lem, then the foundation will have 
been laid for further discussion. 

If, however, the two Indian 
parties are unabie to compose dif- 
ferences on this primary issue, 
then it is presumed that continued 
negotiations would be considered 
useless and the talks would be 
brought to an abrupt. end.

Carrier Group Man Says 
Lines Will Show $345,- 
000,000 Deficit in 1946 


on Present Basis. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
Dr. Julius H. Parmelee of the 
Association of American Railroads 
told the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today that the “railroads 
have passed the point where they 
can meet the need for efficient 


transportation with freight rates 
at prewar levels.” 

Parmelee, director of the asso- 
ciation’s bureau of railway eco- 
nomics, estimated the carriers will 
have a deficit of $345,000,000 this 
year, with wages and prices at 
present levels and freight rates 
remaining at prewar levels. 

His statement was prépared for 
the commission’s hearing on the 
railroads’ request for a 25 per cent 
freight rate increase effective May 
5 


Wage levels are nearly 48 per 
cent above the prewar level, Par- 
melee said, 

“Increased prices of supplies, 
materials and fuel since 1939 will 
add another $500,000,000, making 
the total incréase in these ex- 
penses $1,855,000,000,” he declared. 

“Freight rates, meanwhile, are 
at or below the levels of 1939, 
while the increase in the average 
revenue for hauling a passenger 
one mile has been less than 2 per 
cent.” 

During the war, Parmelee con- 
tinued, the railroads were able to 
meet increases in unit costs with 
prewar rates “only because of the 
very large volume of traffic han- 
dled.” 

Parmelee estimated that freight 
traffic this year will be 19 per 
cent below 1945 and 25 per cent 
less than the peak war year of 
1944. Passenger traffic, he esti- 
mated, will drop 29 per cent below 
1945 and 32 per cent from 1944, 

During the war it was possible 
for railroads to meet costs, pay 
$3,876,000,000 in federal income 
taxes and earn an average of 4.97 
per cent on property investment 
after depreciation, Parmelee said.

BIG FOUR UNABLE TO AGREE 
ON ITALY, TURN TO BALKANS 


U.S. Refuses to Budge on Trieste, May Trade 
Concessions With Russia on Other 
Pacts for Accord. 


By LOUIS NEVIN 

PARIS, May 6 (AP) — Dead- 
locked on the Italian-Yugoslav 
frontier issue, the foreign minis- 
ters of Russia, Britain, France 
and the United States instructed 
their deputies today to start ex- 
amination of the Balkan treaties, 
beginning with Romania. 

The ministers reviewed their po- 
sition on the Italian treaty at a 
three-hour session at which neither 
the Americans nor the Russians 
would budge from their stands on 
Trieste and the Italian-Yugoslayv 
frontier. United States Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes then 
proposed that the deputies be in- 
structed to start work on the Bal- 
kan treaties. 

Byrnes told his three colleagues, 
an American informant said, that 
he was willing to accept either the 


proposed British or French fron-| 


tier lines between Italy and Yugo- 
slavia but that acceptance of the 
Soviet proposal would violate the 
London conference decisien to 
draw the new frontier on ethnic 
grounds, 

Plebiscite Plan Passed. 

Byrnes’s proposal of Saturday 
to hold a plebiscite in the disputed 
region between the proposed 
American and Russian lines was 
not raised at today’s meeting. 
Other disputed points reviewed 
were the future of Italy’s colonies 
and reparations. It was said that 
a report of a reparations study 
commission would be ready in a 
few days. 

With the switch to Balkan prob- 
lems, the possibility was seen that 
the United States might offer con- 
cessions in the Balkans to break 
the deadlock on Italy. 

Some. questions which it was 
said the United States might use 
as bargaining points included the 
recognition of Bulgaria, and the 
Romanian-Hungarian dispute over 
Transylvania. Russia has main- 
tained that Romania should re- 
ceive all of Transylvania, while 
the American position is that part 
of the disputed territory should 
remain Hungarian. 

The main American demands 
concerning the. Balkan treaties 
have been provisions for interna- 
tional use of the Danube river 
and equal trade opportunities. 
While the United States delega- 
tion has indicated it would adhere 
to these principles, it was possi- 
ble a way might be found to meet 
the Russians on the form and 
wording of the clauses concerning 
these points. 


Americans Resent Tass Attack. 


An American source said Byrnes 
had decided to insist on an ex- 
planation from Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov of an at- 
tack by the Moscow radio Friday 
on Byrnes’s proposal for a 25- 
year, four-power pact to insure 
disarmament in Germany. The 
broadcast, which quoted ‘a Tass 
dispatch from Paris, said the pro- 
posal was a curtain to hide Amer- 
ican intentions to withdraw troops 
from Germany. 


The American delegation was 
understood to have been angered 
by the Tass declaration. One mem- 
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ber of the delegation said Moscow 
had broadcast “an attack on 
American good faith while the So- 
viets were negotiating with us.” 

Byrnes made his proposal last 
Monday, saying that Premier 
Stalin had supported the idea 
when they discussed the matter in 
Moscow last Christmas. Molotov, 
however, opposed placing Byrnes’s 
proposal on the Paris conference 
agenda in connection with the 
general discussions on Germany. 

A scheduled session of the four 
ministers yesterday was canceled, 
but Byrnes met with British For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin and 
later was a guest of Molotov at 
the Soviet Embassy. Both Bevin 
and Molotov had opposed the 
American's proposal for a plebis- 
cite in the Italian-Yugoslav bor- 
der area, . 

Soviet Press Backs Molotov. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet press in 
general gave wide display to Molo- 
tov’s speech in Yaris supporting 
Yugoslav demands on Italy. The 
Paris conference dominated the 
foreign news pages of the Com- 
munist party newspaper Pravda. 

Pravda asserted that it would 
be an injustice to leave Trieste as 
a part of Italy and cut off a con- 
siderable part of Yugoslavia from 
access to the Adriatic Sea. 


A 2000-word article by N. Gruz- 
dev said the central fact in set- 
tling the Italian-Yugoslav frontier 
dispute was that Trieste for 10 
centuries served as the economic 
center of “the anclent Slav dis- 
trict” of Venezia Giulia. Pravda 
printed a large map showing the 
Soviet, British, American and 
French lines of demarcation pro- 
posed at the conference. 


Gruzdev cited population statis- 
tics and concluded that Venezia 
Giulia had been and still was over- 
whelmingly Slavic and that Trieste 
was in its center. 


Another article in Pravda, re- 
peating criticism of Byrnes’s pro- 
posal for a four-power pact on 
Germany, charged that officials of 
the newly-formed “Socialist Unity 
party” representing a merger of 
Communists and some members of 
the Social Democratic party were 
meeting opposition in the non- 
Russian zone.” 

“The new united party of Ger- 
man workers has the right to 
expect not opposition but a favor- 
able attitude from the side of 
Allied authorities,” said the 
article. “This is demanded by the 
principles proclaimed at the Ber- 
lin (Potsdam) conference of the 
three powers.” 


Merger of Farm Agencies Urged. 
WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 

A merger of federal agencies deal- 
ing with agricultural credit and 
their separation from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was urged to- 
day by R. W. Ogg of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, Al- 
bert S. Goss, master of the Na- 
tional Grange, and John W. Davis 
of the National Council of Farmer 
Co-operatives.

ARMY 7 BILLIONS 


Plans for . Next Fiscal 
Year Include Force of 
1,070,000, $200,000,000 
for Atomic Service. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
President Truman today submitted 
to Congress a program calling for 
expenditures by the War Depart- 
ment in the next fiscal year total- 
ing $7,246,335,200. 

The President said the estimates 
contemplate maintenance of an 
Army of 1,070,000 men and officers 


on June 30, 1947. This would com- 
pare with 1,500,000 on June 30, 
1946, : 


In addition to maintaining this 
strength the estimates provide 
$500,000,000 for government and 
relief in occupied areas and $200,- 
000,000 for the atomic service for- 
merly carried on by the Manhat- 
tan Project. 

The program compares with 
the preliminary appropriation es- 
timate of $7,100,000,000 for the fis- 
cal year 1947 which was included 
in the regular budget submitted 
by the President last January. It 
compares also with estimaced ob- 
ligations of $19,300,000,000 during 
the current fiscal year and to 52 
billions for the fiscal year, 1945. 

The statement says that cash 
expenditures of the War Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year 1947 are 
estimated to run to $8,600,000,000. 
This is $600,000,000 greater than 
the preliminary estimate included 
in the regular budget “due princi- 
pally to larger expenditures from 
prior year appropriations than had 
previously been anticipated.” 

Allowances totaling $182,782,000 
have been made for the re-activa- 
tion of the National Guard and or- 
ganized reserves.

CAIRO, May 6 (AP)—Police are 
investigating a bomb explosion 
which injured 15 British soldiers 
and four girls yesterday in the 
Cairo Y.M.C.A., popular meeting 
place of British troops.

time, Stemmler said that the dif- 
ference was that the state statute 
regulating the Board of Election 
Commissioners was _ applicable 
only to St. Louis and used the 
term “business hours” instead of 
specifying actual hours of opera- 
tion. : 
He said the liquor laws, how- 
ever, were applicable to the entire 
state and specified certain hours— 
6 a.m. to 1:30 a.m. week dags, with 
Saturday closing at midnight. 

Since the city has adopted day- 
light time, the Board of Election 
Commissioners, operating under a 
law with only local application, 
should close on daylight time. But 
the fact that the state continues 
to use standard time means that 
taverns, operating under laws 
with state-wide application, should 
be governed by standard time.

NIMITZ PICTURES 
PUSH-BUTTON NAVY 
WITH ATOM POWER 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (UP)— 
A push-button Navy of ships driv- 
en by atomic power and firing jet- 
propelled atomic missiles guided 
by radar was foreseen as a possi- 
bility by ranking United States 
admirals today. 


Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
chief of naval operations, said the 
future Navy “may include battle- 
ships powered by an atomic plant, 
protected by unbelievably stout 
new materials, and firing jet-pro- 
pelled missiles instead of 16-inch 
shells.” 


“It may include carriers launch- 
ing radar and target-directed jet 
missiles instead of man-piloted 
planes,” he added. 

“It may even include subma- 
rines of very high speed, both sur- 
face and submerged, making. long 
voyages far beneath the sea to 
surface suddenly again off some 
distant enemy shore to launch 
their missiles and then hiding 
themselves in the ocean depths 
against retaliation.” 

His statements were included 
in “Battle Stations,” a report on 
the Navy in World War II, writ- 
ten by senior officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps. 

A multitude of men still would 
be required to operate, maintain, 
repair and supply the delicate in- 
struments which would control 
the missiles and ghost ships, V. 
Adm. Louis L. Denfeld, chief of 
naval personnel, said.

Aviation Council Show to 
Be Held in Fall at 
Arent — 150,000 Ex- 
pected to Attend. 


A tentative budget of $65,000 for 
an air show here next fall was ap- 
proved today by the executive 


committee of the Aviation Council 
of Greater St. Louis, at a meeting 
at Hotel DeSoto. 

Airplanes, accessories, equip- 
ment and aviation products will 
be displayed in the Arena for nine 
nights, starting Sept. 4. Nearly 
150 booths for displays are 
planned, one series of them to be 
devoted to aviation products made 
in St. Louis for the armed forces, 
as well as for civilian use. 

George B. Logan, chairman of 
the Air Board of the Chamber of 
Commerce and of the executive 
committee of the council, said 
plans are being made for an at- 
tendance of about 150,000 at the 
show, which will be called the 
“Metropolitan St. Louis Air Fair.” 

Display of 30 Planes. 

Provision has been made for 
rental of floor space in the center 
building of the Arena for the dis- 
play of 30 airplanes. Booths will 
be in the promenade under the 
grandstand, and in a portion of 
the west building. Efforts will be 
made to have a quantity of Army 
and Navy aviation equipment sent 
to St. Louis for display, Logan 
said, 

In addition to the displays of 
aviation items and an accompany- 
ing program of flying activities, 
Logan said, entertainment pro- 
grams will be given in the Arena 
nightly during the show. A 
speakers’ bureau is being arranged 
to publicize the fair, starting im- 
mediately. 

Group to Seek Incorporation, 

The meeting also approved a 
constitution and by-laws for the 
council, for which incorporation 
as a non-profit organization will 
be sought in circuit court. Logan 
said the petition for incorporation 
would be filed within a week. Fif- 
teen civic groups in the St. Louis 
area, including a number not 
directly concerned with aviation, 
have already voted to participate 
as petitioners for incorporation, 
he continued, 

The Aviation Council of Greater 
St. Louis was formed to promote 
a year-round program aimed at 
making the city a: national avia- 
tion center. It will be supported 
through income from the air fair 
and through contributions from 
business firms in the area. An 
office is to be opened and a full- 
time executive secretary employed. 
Logan said approximately 35 
groups have indicated they will 
affiliate with the council.

“New 
equipment on order is six months 
late and delivery is becoming pro- 
gressively later. We simply will 
have to fight it out with what we 
have.” 

Johnson said his fear of a trans- 
portation crisis “applies principal- 
ly to freight movements.” 

“I’m not so uneasy about pas- 
senger travel,” he added. “We'll 
be able to catch up with that. a 
short time after the coal strike 
ends.”

U. S, Steel Head Says Company 

Can Operate Only 3 Weeks. 

HOBOKEN, N.J., May 6 (AP)— 
Irving 8. Olds, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corp., said to- 
day the company could operate 
only three weeks more if the coal 
strike continued. He said it 
seemed incredible that a single 
individual could cripple the coun- 
try industrially. 

Without mentioning John IL. 
Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers, by name, Olds told the 
stockholders’ meeting: 

“When industry is so anxious to 
complete any remaining reconver- 
sion and to put itself in a posi- 
tion to take care of the pent-up 
demands for so many products 
which have been denied to us dur- 
ing the war years, it seems in- 
credible that in an enlightened na- 
tion such as the United States a 
single union, or perhaps more ac- 
accurately a single individual 
should have the power to cripple 
the industrial activity of the en- 
tire country.” 

Operations this week will drop 
to 36.9 per cent of capacity, Olds 
said. More than 100,000 United 
States steel workers will have to 
be laid off if the strike lasts an- 
other three weeks, he Said. 

“In the Pittsburgh district,” Olds 
told shareholders, “where there 
were very limited coal stocks, the 
rate of steel operations will drop 
this week to 9 per cent of capac- 
ity. Carnegie-Illinois as a whole 
is scheduled to operate this week 
- 27.4 per cent of its ingot capac- 
ity,’

Small said checks showed little 
actual hoarding of stocks by 
manufacturers in anticipation of 
higher prices. He added that the 
possibility of ending price con- 
trols, or weakening them, how- 
ever, would invite hoarding. 

Small said dire trouble might 
be expected in the labor field with 
an end to price controls. He ex- 
plained:

Training activi- 
ties were expanded, and under the 
Lend-Lease Act limited amounts 
of military and naval equipment 
were made available to the other 
American republics as part of the 
hemisphere defense program. 
Forces from two of the American 
republics participated ,in combat 
overseas, and others joined in the 
defense of the shores and seas of 
the Americas at a time when the 
danger of invasion of our con- 
tinents was all too great, 

“More recently the American re- 
publics have assumed new respon- 
sibilities, for their mutual defense 
and for the maintenance of peace, 
in the Act of Chapultepec and the 
Charter of the United Nations. 
The close collaboration of the 
American republics provided for 
in the Act of Chapultepec, the 
proposed treaty to be based upon 
that act, and other basic inter- 
American documents, makes it 
highly desirable to standardize 
military organization,’ training 
methods and equipment as has 
been recommended by the Inter- 
American Defense Board. 

“Under the bill transmitted 
herewith, the Army and Navy, 
acting in conjunction with the 
Department of State, would be 
permitted to continue in the fu- 
ture a general program of collabo- 
ration with the armed forces of 
our sister republics with a view 
to facilitating the adoption of 
similar technica] standards. Cer- 
tain additional training activities, 
not covered by existing legislation, 
would be permitted. The President 
would also be authorized to trans- 
fer military and naval equipment 
to the governments of other 
American states by sale or other 
method. 

“The collaboration authorized by 
the bill could be extended also to 
Canada, whose co-operation with 
the United States in matters af- 
fecting their common defense is 
of particular importance. 

“A special responsibility for 
leadership rests upon the United 
States in this matter because of 
the preponderant technical, eco- 
nomic and military resources of 
this country. There is a reasonable 
and limited purpose for which 
arms and military equipment can 
rightfully be made available to the 
other American states. This Gov- 
ernment will not, I am sure, in 
any way approve of, nor will it 
participate in, the indiscriminate 
or unrestricted distribution of 
armaments, which would only con- 
tribute to a useless and burden- 
some armaments race. It does not 
desire that operations under this 
bill shall raise unnecessarily the 
quantitative level of armament in 
the American republics. To this 
end the bill specifies that 
amounts of non-standard material 
shall be sought in, exchange for 
United States equipment. 

“It is my fntention that any 
operations under this bill, which 
the Congress may authorize, shall 
be in every way consistent with 
the wording and spirit of the 
United Nations Charter. The bill 
has been drawn up primarily to 
enable the American nations to 
carry out their obligations to co- 
operate in the maintenance of 
inter-American peace and security 
under the charter and the Act of 
Chapultepec which is intended to 
be supplanted by a permanent 
inter-American treaty. 

“It is incumbent upon this Gov- 
ernment to see that military de- 
velopments in which we have a 
part are guided toward the main- 
tenance of peace and security and 
that military and naval establish- 
ments are not encouraged beyond 
what security considerations re- 
quire. In this connection the bill 
provides that operations there- 
under are subject to any -inter- 
national agreement for the regu- 
lation of armaments to which the 
United States may become a party. 
In addition provision will be 
made for continuing co-ordination 
of the actual operations under the 
legislation with developing plans 
and policy in the field of arma- 
ments regulation. 

“In executing this program it 
will be borne in mind, moreover, 
that it is the policy of this Gov- 
ernment to encourage the estab- 
lishment of sound economic con- 
ditions in the other American re- 
publics which will contribute to 
the improvement of living stand- 
ards and tho advancement of so- 
cial. and cultural welfare. Such 
conditions are a prerequisite to 
international peace and security. 
Operations under the proposed 
legislation will be conducted with 
full and constant awareness that 
no encouragement should be given 
to the imposition upon other people 
of any useless burden of arma- 
ments which would handicap the 
economie improvement which all 
countries so strongly desire. The 
execution of the program author- 
ized by the bill will also be guided 
by a determination to guard 
against placing weapons of war in 
the hands of any groups who may 
use them to oppose the peaceful 
and democratic principles to which 
the United States and other Amer- 
ican nations have so often sub- 
scribed. 

“In entering into agreements 
with other American states for 
the provision of training and 
equipment as authorized by the 
bill, the purposes of this program 
will be a clear to each of the 
other governments.”

NUERNBERG, May 6 (by 
Radio)—The prodigality with 
which Adolf Hitler lavished so0- 
called “donations” from _ public 
funds on his favorites was admit- 
ted before the international war 
crimes tribunal this afternoon by 
Dr. Walther Funk, under cross ex- 
amination by Thomas J. Dodd of 
the American prosecution. On his 
fiftieth birthday Funk himself re- 
ceived 520,000 Reichsmarks (nom- 
inally about $125,000) from the 
Fuehrer, in addition to an estate 
costing 400,000 Reichsmarks which 
was given to Funk by the Ger- 
man Chamber of Commerce in 
recognition of his services as go- 
between for German big business 


—|and the National Socialist party. 


Other gifts out of public funds 
acknowledged by the witness were 
as follows: Hans Lammers, chief 
of the Chancellory, 600,000 Reichs- 
marks; Field Marshal Milch, 500,-

I’ve been 
toiling to save the national patri- 
mony and you throw it out of the 
window.” : 
The witness himself testified 
that Goebbels replied: “Dr. Funk, 
you yourself are responsible. If 
you had done your duty months 
ago and crowded the Jews out of 
economic life these acts would 
not have been needed.” In Febru- 
ary of that year Funk had received 
orders from Hitler to put the Jews 
completely out of business, “It 
is intolerable,” said the Fuehrer, 
“that party members should trade 
in Jewish shops. Leaders of the 
Labor Front are refusing to ne- 
gotiate 
executives, There can be no peace 
while this situation continues.” 


The witness said it was his no- 
tion that the process should be 
slow and gradual, that the Jews 
should be fairly reimbursed and 
that they should be permitted to 
retain ownership shares in stock 
companies. He declared that he 
publicly combatted a proposal of 
Reinhardt Heydrich for segregat- 
ing all Jews in ghettos. 


With signs of remorse, Funk de- 
tailed for the tribunal the condi- 
tions of servile submission to Hit- 
ler and Goering under which he 
took over from Schacht the presi- 
dency of the Reichsbank and the 
Ministry of Economics. Rather 
than give up his independence 
Schacht resigned or caused him- 
self to be dismissed from both po- 
sitions. “During January 1939,” 
Funk related, “I was summoned 
to the Fuehrer’s office. He was in 
a state of extreme excitement and 
burst out that Schacht had re- 
fused necessary credits and the 


‘Reich was in financial straits.” 


Hitler’s Angry Words. 


According to the witness, Hitler 
proceeded as follows, with rising 
agitation: “Schacht is sabotaging 
my policies. I shall not tolerate 
that in the future. The directors 
of the Reichsbank are utter fools. 
No government or chief of state 
in the world would consent to be 
at the mercy of a bank of issue. 
The position of the Reichsbank 
will be completely changed by de- 
cree and from now on I alone 
shall determine all credits ex- 
tended to the government by the 
bank,” 

Hitler then csked Funk to be- 
come president of the institution. 
He accepted after Hitler had 
agreed that provisions for stabili- 
zation of currency should be main- 
tained.

He found the boy lying 
beneath the rear axle when he got 
out of the automobile, 

Archie Kirkendall, 612 South 
Broadway, was killed early yester- 
day when he was struck by a 
machine while he was crossing 
Gravois road near the intersection 
of Laclede Station road.

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WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
Senator Edwin C, Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, criticized the proposed 
$3,750,000,000 British lean today as 


the beginning of a lending pro- 
gram that may bring “the end 
of a great and good experiment in 
demotracy.” 

Before the Senate session, Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley told re- 
porters after an hour’s conference 
with President Truman that he 
thought the “chances are good for 
disposing” of the legislation “this 
week.” 

Johnson claimed the Senate 
floor to oppose the measure as 
Administration leaders waited for 
a break in debate they hope will 
bring a showdown vote this week. 

Johnson said significantly that 
it “does not worry me to be in 
the minority” against the loan. 

“It does worry me to have my 
country in the wrong,” he said. 

Viewed as First of Loans, 

Asserting that Britain has no 
more dependable ally than the 
United States, Johnson said he is 
convinced that the present pro- 
posal is only the first of $20 bil- 
lion dollars in loans this country 
will be called on to make. That, 
he said, would threaten the sol- 
vency of the United States. 

“The titantic program of lavish 
lending which this loan launches 
is in my opinion the beginning of 
the end of a great and good ex- 
periment in real democracy,” he 
declared. 

He contended that the $3,750,- 
000,000 would carry Britain for 
only five years, He said the Brit- 
ish debts of nearly 14 billion dol- 
lars to countries in the so-called 
“sterling bloc” cannot be solved 
by any such loan. 

He proposed, therefore, that 
these countries be called together 
and told that they must scale 
down this debt before the United 
States would advance any funds. 
He suggested also a world dis- 
armament conference at which ex- 
penditures for military prepara- 
tions would be restricted. 

Cites Inflation Prospect. 

Without some check on lending, 
Johnson said, the United States 
is headed toward inflation, adding 
that on its present course the 
country is “careening crazily to 
its own destruction and at break- 
neck speed.” 

Asserting that he does not share 
the fear of Russia which he said 
seems to prompt some of his col- 
leagues to support the British 
loan, Johnson added: “But if I 
were afraid of Russia .I should 
not want to weaken the United 
States by lavish world-wide loans 
or otherwise.” 

Senator Hill of Alabama, the 
Democratic whip, told reporters 
the opening wedge he and Barkley 
had been looking for may come 
tomorrow with the return of some 
Senators who have been away 
patching political fences. 

Barring unforeseen develop- 
ments the Senate will vote at 1 
p.m. tomorrow on whether to in- 
voke cloture.

ain, to wind up their official pur- 
chasing missions in this country 
as quickly as possible 

What State Department officials 
are reported really concerned 
about are the British and Russian 
trade systems Problems with 
Britair already have been can- 
vassed in connection with the 
$3,750,000,000 loan proposal now 
pending in the Senate Russian 
problems may be taken up in de- 
tail if and when the Soviet Union 
decides formally to seek a pro- 
posed one-billion-dollar loan here. 


Agreement With Poland, 


Meanwhile. since the biggest ini-

The Poles agreed to furnish the

Here is the over-all picture so 
far as it is known here:

Fear and Dislike of Russians 
Deeply Ingrained in Manchuria

O questions will be asked by the average American who is trying 

to make sense of the desperately dangerous situation in the pivotal 

corner of Asia, Manchuriaswhere-China’s national interests run the 

risk of being pinched between the power of Russia and the newly ex- 

panding power of America. Are the local Chinese political movements 

of the Northwestern provinces pro-Russian? Are the Chinese Com- 

munists just one factor in a complicated situation, or are they master- 
minding and manipulating everything that goes on? 

_In view of the fact that current| between “old” and “new” Com- 


developments, as far as they fa- 
vor dny foreign country, favor 
Russia, it is important to re- 


member that fear and dislike of 
Russia are older and more firmly 
established in the Northeast than 
anywhere else in China. 

The feeling is not primarily 
political or ideological, It is just 
plain anti-Russian. The first 
Cossack raiders, after overrun- 
ning Siberia, penetrated to the 
northeastern provinces a little 
earlier than the landing of -the 
Pilgrim Fathers in New England. 
Ever since then, the Russians 
have been regarded as a violent, 
uncontrollable and unpredictable 
people. The Chinese term hung- 
hutze, now a generally used name 
for bandits, literally means “red 
beards” and was originally applied 
to Cossack freebooters in the 
Amur region. 

The deeply ingrained fear of 
the Russians has, I hear, been 
added to by the recent behavior 
of Russian troops. 

Distrust Chiang. 


So if the people of this region 
are behaving now in the way in 
which they are behaving, the gen- 
eral indication is not that they are 
pro-Russian, but that for the mo- 
ment at least they are more afraid 
of their own government’s attempt 
to dictate to them than of any 
Russian attempt to take them 
over, 

As for the Chinese Communists, 
the picture which is slowly being 
built up as reports come through, 
and which can be expected to be- 
come clearer, is not one of Com- 
munist “conquest.” 

There seem to be a lot o. vet- 
eran Chinese Red Army generals 
and organizers, and a good many 
“spearhead” troops; but they are 
all mixed in with a local following. 
The local groups trace back in 
part to the old provincial govern- 
ment authorities and military 
forces of the time before the Jap- 
anese conquest, and in part to 
guerrilla forces which first fought 
the Japanese for some years, then 
were driven underground by Jap- 
amese repression, and have 
emerged again.

Hoover Asserts 
Some Food Must 
Be Sent to Japan 


Says Reds Could Help 
by Giving China and 
Korea Supplies From 
Manchuria. 


TOKYO, May 6 (AP) 

r4 HE whole (world food) sit- 

Tusation would. be greatly 

helped,” Herbert Hoover 

said today, “if Russia would re- 

lease to China and Korea a part 

of the foodstuffs they have se- 
cured in Manchuria.” 


The former United States Presi- 
dent and chairman of President 
Truman’s emergency famine com- 
mittee made the assertion in a 
formal press conference statement 
which began: 

“Japan must have some food im- 
ports. Without them, all Japan 
will be on a ration little better 
than that which the Germans gave 
to Buchenwald and Belsen con- 
centration camps. 

“It is an impossible concept that 
the American flag should fly over 
such a situation. Aside from any 
Christian spirit, food imports are 
required if American boys here 
are not to be endangered by disor- 
ders and not to be involved in a 
sweep of epidemics that are in- 
evitable from starvation.” 


Hoover said he based his state- 
ment on information from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquarters 
and praised MacArthur’s food staff 
as one of the best he had seen. 
“IT take it,” he added, “that we 
will rely on their presentation of 
facts” as to the food situation in 
Japan, 

He dismissed a question as to 
the effect of black markets on the 
food situation with the assertion: 
“People are not living on the 
black market to any great extent.” 
“The amounts (of food imports) 
required for Japan,” the statement 
said, “will not prejudice supplies 
to China, India, the Philippines or 
Korea—provided there is full co- 
operation in supply and distribu- 
tion over the entire world during 
the crisis between now and next 
harvest.”

The Russians, as far as Amer- 
ican intelligence goes, have not 
helped the Communist side nearly 
so much as the Americans have 
helped the other side; but if in 
the future the Russians should 
decide to back the Communists, 
they are in a better position to 
do so than ever before. : 

That leaves a loose factor that 
can swing either way: That fac- 
tor is the people of the North- 
east, some 40,000,000 of them. It 
is at least encouraging in a 
world trend that is anything but 
encouraging for the people who 
get pushed around, that in one 
key area there are 40,000,000 peo- 
ple who have an important say 
as to whether they get pushed 
around, and as to which side they 
join. Even the Communists will 
lose their stand-in with these 
people, unless they defer to their 
needs and wishes That is a 
good sign.

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Army to Blame for Low Rate 
Of Coal Production in Germany

In Germany, in all three of the 
occupied zones — British, French 
and American—some coal] is pro- 
duced. Before the war, the coal 
mines in the British, French, and 
American zones produced about 80 
per cent of Germany’s coal with 
by far the greater part coming 
from mines now in the British 
controlled area. In the French 
zone, coal is coming out of the 
ground at the rate of about 65 
per cent of normal peacetime pro- 
duction. The American produc- 
tion is about the same. In the 
British zone, where there is the 
most coal, it is being brought out 
at the rate of approximately 40 
per cent of normal. 

This does not make sense. Such 
a low rate of production is a re- 
flection upon our intelligence. The 
armies of occupation can hardly 
count this another victory. Coal 
knows no nationality and only 
trained miners can persuade it 
out of the ground and onto a 
truck or railroad car. The ex- 
planation for the low rate of pro- 
duction in the British and Ameri- 
can zones can be easily spelled 
out. It is A-R-M-Y, 

Over a year ago a commission 
consisting of Dr, Charles J. Pot- 
ter, Deputy Solid Fuels Adminis- 
trator, of the United States, and 
Lord Hyndley, one of the largest 
and most experienced coal opera- 
tors in Great Britain, went to 
Germany to take a look at the 
coal situation. When Dr Potter 
got back to \Vashington he rec- 
ommended that.the coal opera- 
tion in the British, French, and 
American zones be unified under 
American civilian control. 


Realizing that Dr. Potter was 
an expert in his field and knew 
what he was talking about, I 
urged President Truman to put 
this recommendation into effect.

Even if, with the gracious 
consent of John L. Lewis, we could 
get enough coal out of the ground, 
we do not have enough ships to 
carry it across*the Atlantic, 

Hitler did not have any coal 
from the United States to depend 
on when he was tyrannizing over 
Germany and most of the conti- 
nent of Europe. He saw to it 
that the miners, even if they con- 
sisted of forced labor, had enough 
food to sustain their strength for 
their hard work. He realized that 
his whole war economy depended 
upon the production of coal and, 
reasoning from cause to effect, he 
realized that sufficient food given 
to miners would make it possible 
to produce more coal and, there 
fore, more food than if he had-al- 
lowed some of his brass hats: to 
play with the idea that they knew 
how to do the job. 

I repeat the advice that I gave 
to President Truman one day at a 
Cabinet meeting in the presence 
of Acting Secretary of War Patter- 
son: If the Army needs coal (and 
it certainly does if it is to do its 
job in Europe), tell it to go and 
get it. There is plenty of coal in 
Germany for Europe and that is 
where it ought to come from.

Circuitous Railroading 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: _ 

In your recent editorial, “Railway 
Wages and Prices,” you call attention 
to the fact that railroads are often al- 
lowed to charge direct-line freight rates 
aver circuitous routes, sometimes twice 
as long as the direct routes, You fur- 
ther state that by bringing circuity 
down to reasonable proportions, car- 
riers could save millions of dollars. 

When a railroad originates a carload 
of freight, it is naturally unwilling to 
turn it over to a competitor who hap- 
pens to be more direct. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the ICC would give the road 
with an indirect line permission to han- 
die the carload, as long as the railroad 
could show that it was not losing money 
on the transaction, provided it could 
also be proved that the indirect route 
did not exceed the direct route by a 
certain percentage. 

Since railroads are usually running 
trains anyway, extra freight often 
means no increase in their fixed costs. 
Often, too, an indirect route may be 
faster than a direct route if cross-town 
switching between railroads is elimi- 
mated. And in our free economy, the 
shipper and consignee are the judges 
of service rendered. 

In my humble opinion as a freight 
transportation employe, your reasoning 
would be true in a country with state- 
owned railroads, but it is not borne out 
by the facts under private operation in 


the United States.

‘Lewis vs. the U.S: 


If the President plans to seize the coal mines, 
the ground for it was admirably laid in the 
report released by him Saturday night. It was 
a factual statement, prepared by the Office of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion, to show the 
impact of the strike on railroads, steel, food, 
copper, tin, lead and zinc, aluminum, building 
materials and other key industries. Mr. Truman 
summed up these effects as being in the nature 
of a “national disaster.” 

It may be well argued that the Administra- 
tion has been guilty of procrastination and 
excessive caution. After the strike had been 
in progress for approximately five weeks, the 
President got to the point of saying that he 
was “concerned.” At the same time, Mr. Snyder 
confessed he was so pessimistic that he saw 
little hope for an early settlement. And the 
Civilian Production Administration issued a 
long summary of the crippling effects of the 
strike on reconversion, But nothing happened. 

When the coal strike began, it could have 
been foreseen that it would cause deadly and 


far-reaching delays in reconversion, which had ° 


already been set back by the General Motors, 
steel and other strikes. As the weeks dragged 
on, it was evident that John L. Lewis was play- 
ing a waiting game, meanwhile making a farce 
out of the principle of collective bargaining, and 
building up to the dramatic crisis now —— 
ing. 

Why has not the President moved hie and 
more decisively? Perhaps it is because he felt 
that the ultimate weapon at his command— 
namely, seizure—might be resisted by Lewis. 
In previous cases where this wartime move has 
been made in various industries, it has pro- 
duced results. The strikers, once the flag was 
placed over an industry, have gone back to work. 
If seizure failed in this case to induce the 
miners to go back, a serious blow to govern- 
mental prestige would have been dealt. 

We think the Government should have taken 
the risk. If Lewis had resisted seizure, the 
issue would have been clearly defined: it would 
have been a test of the power of an individual 
labor leader against the majesty of the United 
States Government. Public opinion can always 
be depended on to settle an issue like that 
in the only way it can be settled. 

In the present strike, Lewis refuses to bargain 
unless the coal industry first grants his demand 
for a tonnage levy on coal for the establish- 
ment of a health and welfare fund. This fund 
would be collected by the industry, and admin- 
istered by the union; namely, by Lewis. It 
would produce many millions of dollars and it 
would add a vast financial power to the political 
and economic power already held by the UMW 
head. His union would become a private taxing 
authority and, of course, the bill would be paid 
by the public. 

If the coal operators granted such a levy, 
the way would be open for the introduction of 
the same principle in all industries. Since the 
public would, in nearly all cases, pay for such 
levies in the form of higher prices, it becomes 
a public matter of first importance. A House 
subcommittee has just scheduled hearings to 
study the question. Obviously precedent for 
setting up private tax bodies, in the form of 
labor unions, should not be set by holding a 
gun at the country’s head in the form of a 
disastrous coal strike. 

If the tonnage levy were set aside, the basis 
for a generous settlement of the strike has al- 
ready been laid. As Edward R. Burke, spokes- 
man for the coal operators, says. the miners are 
being offered a contract for the best wages 
ever earned in the coal industry. They are being 
offered a shorter day and week. The operators 
promise “to move heaven and earth” to improve 
mine safety. These and other concessions are 
to be had for the miners’ asking. 

But Lewis will have none of these. As in the 
past, when his tactics wrecked the National 
Defense Mediation Board and again when he tied 
up the nation’s coal mines in time of war and 
brought on Government seizure, he is conduct- 
ing a major campaign against the American 
people and the American Government. It is 
obvious now that Congress and the Administra- 
tion must see the strike in that light. 

Therefore, the first step should be seizure. 
The second step, if Lewis’s defiance continues, 
is legislation to protect the nation against the 
kind of anarchy it is now witnessing. 
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Prescription for Bankers

Circuitous Railroading 

In a letter under this same caption, a reader 
questions the feasibility of curtailing roundabout 
railway freight hauling. He makes part of a 
point. Circuity is indeed a part of the price we 
pay for multiple private ownership in the rail- 
road industry. 

Circuity within reason actually promotes a 
wholesome competition. Much freight, however, 
travels with unreasonable indirection. And while 
it is good business for a highly circuitous line 
to earn even a little above out-of-pocket expenses 
by wooing a carload away from a more direct 
one, its doing so forces the direct line to earn 
its fixed costs in some other way, It becomes 
necessary, therefore, for railroads as a whole to 
include in all their rates a charge for the over- 
all waste of circuitous hauling. © 

The American people pay for it. If public 
ownership were the only way out, most people 
would probably count it too great a price for 
better economy. There is, however a way out 
short of public ownership. It is the rational 
consolidation of railroads into a much smaller 
numbe. of systems, with the general effect, 
among others, of avoiding any need to bid against 
markedly more direct routes. 

Consolidation for waste elimination and finan- 
cial strength was canvassed in great detail dur- 
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ing the depression. Before it made a good start, 
it was put aside in the industrial recovery. We 
hope another depression will not come to make 
the need acute again. Even in prosperous times, 
however, the rail rate level seriously needs re- 
duction to maintain volume of traffic against 
competing transportation agencies. We repeat, 
therefore, that the railroads, and the ICC with 
them, should be whittling away against circuity 
even today. 
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Where MVA Stands 


Like President Truman, Interior Secretafy 
J. A. Krug favors unified management of Mis- 
souri Valley development within the valley 
itself. Unlike Mr, Ickes, he does not think 
it should come under the Interior Department. 
Like the President again, however, he is waiting 
for a clear preponderance of regional opinion 
to favor the MVA idea. Since that is the way 
it stands, it becomes all the more important 
that the region’s people inform and declare 
themselves, 

In forming a decision, they can hardly fail to 
note, as was disclosed in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, that it took a regional Agriculture 
Department official two months to get his per- 
fectly innocuous prospectus cleared by his su- 
periors in Washington. After that, it is hard 
to believe that inter-agency co-ordination under 
the Pick-Sloan scheme could be achieved at all 


when practical problems require a resolution of’ 


inter-agency conflicts. ‘The marriage of con- 
venience between Army Engineers and Reclama- 
tion Bureau is uneasy enough. Even the outward 
show of concord can only become the more dif- 
ficult as a third, fourth and fifth sovereign 
agency are added. 

However, by President. Truman’s and Secre- 
tary Krug’s attitude alike, the burden of de- 
cision is thrown on Missouri Valley people. It 
is important, therefore, that the crystallization 
of opinion proceed. We are convinced, as ex- 
perience has shown, that fuller knowledge will 
produce an unmistakable support of MVA. St. 
Louisans, for example, informed themselves 
early, and the Chamber of Commerce member- 
ship, one of the more conservative bodies of 
opinion in the community, voted in favor of 
MVA. 

Surely, it hardly seems credible that such 
informed judgment can be set aside by the 
invasion of a press agent like John B. Quinn, 
who admits that his original support comes from 
a small group of contractors with a clear selfish 
interest in the Pick-Sloan plan for development 
under a dozen or so jealous agencies ruled from 
Washington.

The St. Louis County Court’s special com- 
mittee has reported in favor of a charter for 
county home rule, a governmental improvement 
permitted under the new Constitution.

It is a happy omen, too, that the committee 
will now occupy itself with informing civic 
groups on the subject. As more people come to 
understand the manifold advantages of a char- 
ter over rule in detail from Jefferson City, the 
support will grow still stronger. 

Let us hope, therefore, that the work of public 
education will continue in the seeming diligence 
which marks its beginning.

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Hunger and the State Surplus 

The Legislature’s refusal to appropriate suf- 
ficient funds is responsible for the shocking 
plight of the needy Missourians who depend on 
direct relief for support.

hungry. It is, rather, an exaggerated sense of 
thrift, a fear that too much money will be spent, 
that leads to the voting of funds so inadequate 
that even the minimum needs of society’s de- 
pendents cannot be met. 

Such misplaced economy is needless, the Mis- 
souri Association for Social Welfare shows in 


calling attention to the large surplus of State . 


funds, now in existence and growing larger. 
The balance was $30,890,000 on Jan. 1, and it is 
expected to total $36,000,000 by the first of next 
year. So the money for an adequate relief 
budget is available several times over, without 
the need of sacrifice for any other State 
function. 

The large surplus nullifies any possible argu- 
ment against the $8,475,000 relief appropriation 
sought for the coming year. Continued hunger 
in the presence of a bulging State Treasury 
would be both illogical and intolerable.

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No Decent Burial for FEPC 


Congress some months ago voted to kill the 
Fair Employment Practice Committee, and now 
conferees of its two houses have even withheld 
funds for its decent burial. So the remaining 
24 FEPC employes, including the director, have 
been laid off, and the orderly liquidation cus- 
tomary when a Federal agency is abolished 
becomes impossible. , 

This action by the conferees will be con- 
sidered an affront by millions of Americans, 
including many more than the groups affected 
by the FEPC’s work of protecting minorities 
against discrimination in employment.

In reading the. famous St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch in its own home town, I was im- 
pressed by the subtle Socratic touch mani- 
fested in your editors’ juxtaposition of 
editorials entitled “Exorbitant Demands of 
Petrillo” and “Papa Haydn's Ghost.” 


The modern American philosopher, Prof. 
John Dewey, makes the more pragmatic 
suggestion, however, that progressive news- 
papers should establish much more explicit 
liaison between separate current events. 
Applying that to the present situation, the 
following elabogation might interest the 
sophisticated readers of the cultural cen- 
ter of the Middle West: 


As you say, the great musician Franz 
Joseph Haydn was nurtured by the princely 
Esterhazy family of bygone Hungary. We 
are reminded, by that example, of the rec- 
ord of royal patronage of music and other 
arts in the past. You stimulate thought 
by comparing man and the state as patrons. 
The distinction historically is somewhat 
blurred. A later Louis of France than St. 
Louis is supposed to have said, “L’etat, 
c'est moi.” And state subsidy of the arts 
occurred in many times far removed from 
Socialism. 


How to Sustain Musicians? 


Coming to the musicians of our own 
country and our own age, how are we to 
sustain them? Mr. Petrillo may be the 
demon he is painted, although the evi- 
dence seems to leave room for a reasonable 
doubt. What is more important is the ap- 
parent fact that Caesar’s critics are not 
particularly constructive in suggesting al- 
ternative means of preserving one of the 


most precious vocations in our national life. . 


Are not the following some of the basic 
problems? 

First is the question of subsidy. There 
is nothing essentially taboo about subsidies 
in America—from tariffs for infant indus- 
tries to premiums for farmers, The test 
is always the practical one of the public 
interest. Can we depend, in this case, on 
ruthless supply and demand to keep a. 
musician alive all year so that we may 
enjoy him only when we want him once in 
a while? 

Suppose we pay a musician generously, 
say $25 a night or $250 a week, but employ 
him only 50 nights or a few weeks a year. 
Is that enough for him to live on? Or is 
it desirable and possible to plow under any 
imagined surplus of musicians? Can mu- 
sic flourish except in a community where 
there are always more musicians than are 
economically needed? 


Rewards From Canned Music 


Second is the double question of tech- 
nological unemployment and distribution 
of the fruits of technological improvement, 
No matter how content we may be to let 
inventors, and large corporate interests 
that exploit inventions, reap generous fi- 
nancial rewards, it is also a matter of 
concern to save for the public such neces- 
sities as food and music. Living musicians 
must seem almost as important as farmers, 
to the proud citizens of the St. Louis of the 
Civic Auditorium and Opera House. 


Suppose mechanical invention makes it 
possible to use five minutes of a live musi- 
cian’s time, at a very good hourly wage, to 
make a recording which will entertain 
millions of people, at low cost to the pur- 
chasers or listeners, and at great profit to 
record-manufacturing and _ radio-broad- 


casting companies and advertisers. Is it 
in the public interest to let that musician 
starve after spending his wages which were 
good enough for the five minutes? 


Suppose the motion picture studios can, 
with sound effects, make a decent musical 
production or effect out of the short per- 
formance of a limited number of musi- 
cians. However, what shall we do to pre- 
serve the reservoir of musical talent on 
which to draw? 


Who can say with mathematical] exacti- 
tude how much of the generous motion 
picture profits are due to the brains and 
capital of the owners and producers, how 
much to the publicity-swollen glamour of 
the stars, and how much to the incidental 
or featured music? Is not one of the tests 
the public one of keeping musicians alive 
and available? 


Imprecations and Legislation 


I don’t know the final answer. But ex- 
ploration of the possibilities of such fields 
as guaranteed or annual minimum wages, 
or sharing of technological royalties with 
the musical profession as a whole, may be 
a more fruitful answer to Petrillo than 
imprecations and isolated legislation. 


Perhaps some day we shall have a Fed- 
eral Cabinet Department of the Arts, Sci- 
ences and Professions. Then that depart- 
ment can carry the ball for that aspect 
of our national life, just as Departments 
of Labor, Commerce and Agriculture now 
take the lead in advancing the interests 
and contributions of wage-earners, busi- 
ness and farmers. 


You may be right in your conclusion 
that man is a better patron than the state, 
as observed in your Haydn editorial. Or 
you may be right in implying in your Pe- 
trillo editorial that Congress can manage 
these assorted problems better than Pe- 
trillo and the movie and radio magnates 
in “man-to-man” free enterprise and com- 
bat. Or perhaps Prof. Dewey is right in 
suggesting to American journalism that 
things should be connected. At any rate, 
I am thankful to you for putting related 
things next to each other.

Hatred of War by Poets 
Shown in Fine Anthology 


“War and the Poet,” Edited by Richard Eberhart 
and Selden Rodman. (Devin-Adair Co., New York.) 
The finality of war’s meaning is in this 

collection of poems—meaning for men, the 
men who suffer and die. The flag waves, 
but over men, not blind martial-minded 
tools of manifest destiny. Here is no cele- 
bration of war. 

The editors have used their combined 
taste as the instrument of selection. In 
deference to fluctuating taste (“Time will 
further define”), they make no claim to 
definitiveness. Their interest is in, their 
emphasis on, not the “great” war poems, 
but the attitudes that poets from dim past 
to glaring present have had toward war, 

7 « - 

Richard Eberhart (Lt. Comdr., USNR), 
well established as a poet himself, began 
collecting war poems in 1942. Selden Rod- 
man (M-Sgt., AUS), poet-anthologist, joined 
him in 1944. They have used a rigorous 
selectivity to compile a book drawing from 
112 poets, 21 nationalities and 16 languages. 
They have rejected any translation that 
does not stand up as an English poem. 

Only one of the 112 poets, from Amon- 
Re, Lord of Thebes (c. 1800 B.C.) to Deme- 
triog Capetanakis (1944), boasts of loving 
war. That one is Friederich von Liliencron, 
who wrote in 1889 that he “would give the 
whole batch of his writings for one day 
on the battlefield with his comrades-at- 
arms.” No respected poet of England or 
the United States, the editors point out; ne 
brilliant younger poet whose work began te 
appear during the war, wrote poems exalt- 
ing’ war or exulting in it. 

As Mr. Eberhart makes’clear in his pref- 
ace, war poets are not necessarily warriors. 
“War and the Poet” contains poems by an 
English pacifist and an American con- 
scientious objector. It contains a fragment 
from thé Bhagavad-Gita (c. 10 B.C.) which 
may possibly be the first plea for pacifism; 
also Li-Po’s eighth century “Long War’— 
perhaps the first overtly anti-war poem in 
any language.

Perhaps readers will not feel with the 
editors that Wilfred Owen's “Strange Meet- 
ing” is “the greatest of war poems,” but 
they will more readily concur with Mr, 
Eberhart’s opinion that the best war poems 
transcend war, “giving onto the deepest 
speculations of man.” 

Behind these poems lie centuries, mil- 
lenniums, of broken men and broken na- 
tions, of irony, bitterness, sacrifice, futil- 
ity—all the influences which “make the sor- 
rows of mankind their sport,” as Cowper 
says. Before these poems lies no man 
knows what. Into the Now, the “nightfall 
of nations brilliant after war,” this sensi- 
tive anthology may perhaps fall as a hot 
spark to stimulate men to more effective 
thinking and—hopefully—more effective acm 
tion, ALVIN R. ROLFS.

The Report 


on Palestine 


HE 42,000-word report of the 


T 


Anglo-American Committee of In- 


quiry on Palestine is a compromise between the Jewish and the 
British-Arab-State Department viewpoints, It will appear to both 


Zionists and anti-Zionists as a judgment of Solomon—fatal to the 
baby while satisfying neither mother. 


Without a compromise, no sin- 
gle report could have been made 
at all. Almost to the last it 
looked as though there might be 
two, three or even four reports— 
one by five Eritishers recommend- 
ing the unhappy status quo that 
Wag preparing Palestine to become 
an Arab state; one by four Ameri- 
cans recommendin; approximate- 
ly the compromise that was final- 
ly adopted; one by two Americans 
insistiny that the Balfour Decla- 
ration of 1917 foreseeing a Jewish 
national state be rigorously im- 
plemented; one by a single Eng- 
lishman recommending partition 
into two national states, one Arab 
and one Jewish. 


From another viewpoint, the 
present compromise goes about as 
far as (perhaps further than) 
anyone could induce the present 
hysterically defensive - minded 
British Government to go toward 
offending those precious Arab 
sovereigns upon whom, rightly or 
wrongly, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment still dumbly depends for the 
dc‘ense of the Middle East. 


_ What the British Expect. 


o compel London to reverse all 
its dark calculations since 1920 
and give the Jews the national 
state they were indubitably prom- 
ised, Washington would have to 
go much farther. It would have 

(a) to promise the British all 
necessary assistance in defending 
its Mediterranean and Middle 
Eastern communications; 

(b) to support the British in 
Europe, notably in Germany; 

(c) to extend steady and suffi- 
cient financial assistance to Brit- 
ain—in short, to enter into just 
such a permanent Anglo-American 
liaison as Winston Churchill, un- 
der Harry Truman’s benevolent 
gaze, recently proposed at Fulton. 

For a permanent partnership, 
the United States could have 
from Britain just about any kind 
of world policy it wants. For 
a smaller price, it can hardly se- 


pendent Palestine neither Jewish 
nor Arab but both, with an in- 
genious constitution that would 
preclude the outvoting of either 
people as a bloc by the other peo- 
ple as a bloc. 

The positive advantages of 
these recommendations are con- 
siderable. One hundred thousand 
Jews could immediately leave 
Europe for the Land of Israel— 
and meagre could follow as time 
went on. The present Palestinian 
deadlock would be broken. The 
Jews would get their national 
home, the Arabs would not be 
dispossessed or eventually ex- 
pelled—as some of them have 
been convinced by agitators they 
risk. The British military posi- 
tion in Palestine would be 
strengthened, not weakened—as 
British officers confessed to the 
commission. 


No Jewish National State. 


All this with no dangers. For 
(a) the Arabs would not and could 
not revolt against a combined 
Anglo-American decision backed 
by an international police force; 
and (b) they would not “massa- 
cre” the Jewish settlers. Every- 
one in the Middle East knows 
that the present Jewish popula- 
tion of 650,000 could whip the 
pants off the 1,200,000 Palestinian 
Arabs even reinforced by some 
of their Arab neighbors. British 
garrisons in Palestine fear Jewish, 
not Arab, violence. 


But—according to the present 
recommendations — there will 
never be that Jewish national 
state which many Jews and Gen- 
tiles (including this writer) be- 
lieve was not only promised to 
the Jews but is necessary in or- 
der to rid the world of the s0- 
called Jewish but really non-Jew- 
ish problem of anti-Semitism. 


On the other hand, nothing in 
the present recommendations 
would prevent the ultimate for- 
mation of a state the majority 
of whose people would be Jews, 
governing democratically on a 
Jewish cultural level. 


cure a Middle Eastern solution 
better than the present Palestin- 
ian compromise. 

Before examining the compro- 
mise, let it be said that the 12 
committeemen have produced 
what is unquestionably the finest 
and most impartial study of the 
Palestine question that has yet 
been made. This writer is famil- 
iar with most of the important 
pro-Zionist, anti-Zionist and “neu- 
tral’ studies of the Zionist “ques- 
tion.” This is by far the best. 
What may be challenged is not 
the facts set down but the opin- 
ions of the 12. ° 


Broad Plan for Peace. 


Briefly summarized, the com- 
mittee recommends opening Pal- 
estine to unrestricted Jewish im- 
migration (Arab immigration al- 
ways has been unrestricted); un- 
restricted land settlement by 
Jews and Arabs (or anyone else); 
the transfer of the present British 
mandate to a new United Nations 
mandate (which Britain might 
administer but could not direct); 
breaking down national and re- 
ligious and economic barriers be- 
tween Jew and Arab; planned 
economic development of Pales- 


Dilemma of the Zionists. 


Convinced Zionists must there- 
fore decide whether to stand or 
fall upon the demand for a Jew- 
ish national state regardless of 
what happens to European Jewry 
now—or to accept the offer of an 
adequate Jewish National Home 
within a bi-national state. The 
choice is anything but easy. 


They may not have to take it. 
Certainly the present recommen- 
dation is the least that Zionists 
could accept as a solution. 


Prime Minister Attlee’s prepos- 
terous claim that the Palestinian 
Jews should abolish their private 
army (and again be murdered by 
the Arabs without British pro- 
tection as they were in the ’30s). 
before he agrees with the commit- 
tee, bodes ill for any settlement. 

Nor is it certain that our own. 
congressional wreckers will under- 
stand that the price of a stable 
Middle East is American. partici- 
pation in a Palestinian mandate. 

Unless the British Government 
pipes down and the American 
Congress looks up, the present 
report will remain just another 
futile document. 

And then the world should 
brace itself for a new minor ca-

They see the shining city in its 
spring splendor. The visitors see 
the marble monument to Lincoln; 
Lee’s house, across the river ip 
Arlington; the pure and beautiful 
obelisk to the memory of Washing- 
ton. They see the memorials of 
a great and powerful democracy 
and the halls that house its cur- 
rent Government, 

What they do not see is the 
shame that is concealed behind 
the marble front. A careful sur- 
vey has just confirmed what many 
Washingtonians already knew — 
that the capital has the worst 
hospitals in the United States. 
The school system is one of the 
most inadequate and overbur- 
dened in the country. Almost in 
the shadow of the Capitol are 
slums as bad as any in the entire 
country. 


Hospitals Are a Disgrace. 


The report on the capital’s hos- 
pitals should shock not only the 
city but the nation. They long 
have been bad. Standards of care, 
which deteriorated before the war, 
brought a labor shortage which 
made the situation much worse. 
Even in some hospitals in which 
private patients paid the highest 
fees, the number of accidents 
should have been a warning. 


During the war an interesting 
thing happened. Women from 
secure and comfortable homes be- 
came volunteer nurse's aides. 
They went into the city’s free hos- 
pitals and charity wards. 

‘What they found was so shock- 
ing they could hardly believe it 
existed in a so-called civilized 
community. They found filth and 
negligence that hardly can be. de- 
scribed, It was like something 
out of a much earlier century. 
This was the way the other half 
died—in torment and neglect such 
as would not be accorded a valu- 
able animal. 

One of the nurse’s aides was 
Mrs. Millard Tydings, wife of the 
Senator from Maryland. She got 
he: husband interested in doing 
something about it. Tydings put 


in a bill calling for a medical cen- 
ter for Washington, with beds for 


NCE again, this is the season for tourists in Washington. For 
the first time since the. war, they are back in force.

Many are 


1500 patients at a cost that has 
been estimated at $19,000,000. Thus 
far, the medical center bill has 
made slow progress, 

So long as visitors and com- 
placent Washingtonians see the 
marble facade, nothing is likely 
to be done. But perhaps the 
shame will not stay hidden for- 
ever. And it is a fearful com- 
mentary that in the capital of 
our country the surface of de- 
cency should be.so thin. 


No Civic Responsibility.. 


As the report condemning the 
city’s hospitals made clear, one 
of the chief reasons for this con- 
dition is the fact that there is no 
civic responsibility. Washington 
is the perfect illustration of irre- 
sponsibility. 

Apparently worked’ well 
enough in the days when the 
capital was a sleepy Southern 
town that came to life during the 
months Congress was in session. 
But it does not work today, when 
Washington has become a city of 
more than a million population. 

The District of Columbia is gov- 
erned, after a fashion, by three 
commissioners appointed by the 
President and subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. If the 
commissioners were angels sent 
down from Heaven, they would 
probably have their troubles. They 
are not angels. They have no 
real franchise to govern a com- 
munity of a million persons, 

A story, which may or may not 
be true, is told of one of the cur- 
rent commissioners at the time 
he was offered his appointment by 
President Roosevelt, He hesitated, 
said he was not sure that at his 
s he could give enough to the 
ob. 

“But surely,” said the President, 
smiling his most charming smile, 
“you can do as much work as 
George Alleh does.” 

That was when Allen, since 
made head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, was enjoy- 
ing life as a District Commis- 
sioner. How long the capital of 
a great democracy can stand up 
under that kind of government is 
a question.

Purchase of three nineteenth 
century American paintings, a 
realistic still life. and two land- 
scapes, was announced today by 
officials of the City Art Museum. 
The landscapes are “The Roman 
Campagna,” by George Inness,and

Cole. The still life is “With the 
Staats Zeitung,” by William M. 
Harnett. 

The painting by Inness, known 
‘as the “father of American land- 
scape painting,” was bought from 
a New York gallery for $3000. The 
work by Cole, who was a member, 
with Inness, of the Hudson River 
school of painters, was purchased 
from a Boston art dealer for 


$2200. Hartnett’s picture, acquired’ 


from a New York gallery, cost 
$1800. 

“The Roman Campagna” depicts 
low, rolling shepherd country near 
Rome. Sunlit white stone build- 
ings of the city form a horizon 
for a yellow-green foreground con- 
taining small figures of sheep and 
a shepherdess. 

“Dream of Arcadia” is an 
idyllic pastoral scene of lush 
woods and peasants against a 
background of lofty mountain 
peaks sparkling beneath a clear, 
bright sky. 

“With the Staats Zeitung” has 
the meticulous concern for minute 
detail that is characteristic of sev- 
enteenth century painting of Hol- 
land. Harnett, a silver engraver 
before he became a painter, has 
drawn a folded newspaper, a meer- 
schaum pipe, a tobacco box and 
an earthenware tankard grouped 
naturally on a table.

Assault to 
Go After 2d 
$100,000 Win 


BALTIMORE, May 6 (AP) — 
Pimlico and the historic Preak- 
mess Stakes moved front and 
center on the world’s racing 
stage today as Assault and others 
from the Kentucky Derby field 
headed for Baltimore and a 
share of what is expected to be 
the richest purse in turf history. 


Robert J. Kieberg Jr.'s Assault 
undoubtedly will go postward the 
favorite in Saturday’s $100,000 
added mile and three-sixteenths 
run for the black-eyed susans aft- 
er his smashing eight-lengths tri- 
umph in the Derby. Yet the 
weather and track and possibly a 
big Preakness field of 14 other 
horses may knock the best of 
predictions askew. 


Maryland Jockey Club officials, 
preparing for what may be a 
record throng and almost cer- 
tainly a new all-time gross racing 
cash handout, listed 15 possible 
starters. Only nine need to an- 
swer the bugle call to shove the 
purse to almost $140,000, which 
would surpass the $137,000 gross 
for a single race dished out in the 
Santa Anita Handicap this spring. 

Assault was expected to arrive 
from Louisville with Trainer Max 
Hirsch tomorrow, along with the 
Maryland contender, Bobanet 
Stable’s Marine Victory; R. S&S. 
McLaughlin’s Wee Admiral, and 
A. C. Ernst’s Alamond. 


Due at Old Hilltop today from 
his third in the Derby was 
William du Pont Jr.’s Hampden. 

Still a Mighty Threat. 
‘The Maine Chance pair of Lord 
Boswell and Knockdown, still a 
mighty threat to Assault’s ambi- 
tions for Preakness gold and 
glory, won't arrive until Wednes- 
day. 

It was reported that Wee Ad- 
miral suffered a cut on the right 
foreleg, and that Knockdown had 
both hind legs cut in the Derby 
scramble, but whether this would 
prevent their appearance Satur- 
day was not known. 

Spy Song, the pride of Dixiana 
Stable which hung on to take sec- 
ond Derby money, isn’t eligible 
for the Preakness, However, there 
are several others that weren't 
around Louisville last Saturday 
to fill in the gaps. 

These include Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ Natchez, which has been 
pointed for the Preakness; Cedar 
Farm’s Lovemenow, E. P. Tay- 
lor’s Winfields’ Bomar Stable’s 
Billy Bumps, and Wheatley. Sta- 
ble’s Misleader, victor in the Van 
Wyck Purse for three-year-olds at 
Jamaica Saturday. 

There is some doubt about Wil- 
liam Helis’ Rippey, tenth in the 
Derby, and slated to leave Louis- 
ville Wednesday, but his stable- 
mate Phidias may come down 
from New York. Another possi- 
bility from New York is Mrs. 
George D. Widener’s Outotheblue, 
third in the mile and sixteenth 
Van Wyck. 

Assault Has Deformed Foot. 

They've been saying for a long 
time now that no dice game or 
roulette wheel ever was as big a 
gamble as racing horses, and if 
there’s any lingering doubt about 
it, take a look at the Texas Kid 
with the Brooklyn accent—Derby 
winner Assault. 

Behind the victory of the Derby 
darling with the deformed foot— 
bred by a Texan in Texas and 
trained by a Texan, but piloted 


by a jockey from Flatbush—is the | g5 


story of.all the heartbreak and 
the gamble that go into breeding 
and racing a thoroughbred. 

Take his daddy, for instance— 
Bold Venture. Old Bold won the 
Derby and they said he was lucky, 
that Brevity was a lot more horse. 
Bold Venture won the Preakness, 
too, but just when it looked as 
if he might go on winning, he 
broke down and had to retire. 
Robert J. Kleberg, owner of the 
King Ranch in Texas, paid M. L. 
Schwartz $40,000 for him as a 
stud horse, and folks said that 
was a lot of cabbage for a horse 
that just happened to get lucky. 

Meantime, a filly whose father 
was the great Equipoise, was born 
on King Ranch in 1937. She was 
called Igual. Her grandmother 
was Masda, kid sister of the great 
Man o’ War. That is rich blood, 
but Igual was so puny and sickly, 
they even considered destroying 
her right then. But Dr. J. K. 
Northway, King 
narian, insisted on trying to find 
out what was wrong and after 
patient search discovered the 
trouble. He operated, and Igual 
began to improve. She could never 
race, though, so she was put 
among the brood mares. 

Her third child, by Bold Ven- 
ture, was Assault. When a year 
old, Assault hurt his right front 
foot. The doctors said he might 
as well be put out of his miséry 
- because he’d never recover. But 
the stable hands liked the grand- 
son of the great Ekky and called 
in another vet. They told him 
how much they thought of the 
little fellow. So the vet took the 
chance, cut the hoof almost en- 
tirely away—and he recovered. 

Last Saturday, as an eight-to- 
one shot, he set off a stick of 
dynamite at Churchill Downs, 
laughed at that stretch they call 
Heartbreak Highway, and waltzed 
home by eight lengths. 

They paid him $96,400 for the 
job, and now he has a bankroll of 
$144,450. 

All the gambles hit the right 
number in this case. But there’s 
the other side, too. In the last 
race Saturday—on the same pro- 
gram as the one on which Assault 
hit the jackpot—the horse that 
finished last was Equal Chance. 
She’s so bad she once ran as a 
$1500 plater, yet she is Assault’s 
older half-sister, Igual’s first child.

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NAZI ARMS SECRETS TO REDS 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (UP)— 
A’ Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
today studied reports that the 
United States has given Russia 
information about secret German 
weapons. The subcommittee was 
formed to check on the proposed 
sale of radar to Russia. 

“Reports to the subcommittee 
are that certain Axis war secrets 
have been brought to this coun- 
try, studied, and then whatever 
knowledge we had of them has 
been passed along to Russia,” an 
informed source said. 

“There is information also that 
Russia maintains, at considerable 
cost, a staff of technicians in this 
country to assemble and correlate 
this information before sending it 
home.” 

The secret information was said 
to have been obtained through 
capture of the German weapons. 
The informant did not reveal who 
was supposed to have given the 
data to the Russians, but empha- 
sized that the War, Navy and 
State Departments were not in- 
volved.

Not Enough Steel. 

The past, ever the guide to the 
future, supports that judgment. 
In 1929, the United States con- 
sumed about 60,000,000 tons of 
steel ingots. But total manufac- 
turing then was only two- thirds 
of what it is today. And if steel 
mills were to meet the bare min- 
imum requfrements of consume 
right now—if nothing was to go 
into inventory—they would have 
to operate their 92,000,000 tons of 
capacity at the extraordinarily 
high peacetime rate of 98 per 
cent. 

Yet, even that would not be 
enough. Once the coal strike 
is settled, once the mass pro- 
duction industries really get go- 
ing, manufacturing output will 
rise perhaps as much as 20 per 
cent. And steel requirements 
will shoot up accordingly. So, 
instead of being over-capac- 

itated as to steel today, the 
country is probably _under- 
capacitated. 

And that has large implications. 
Steel is more than .steel in our 
economy. It represents demand 
for coal and lead and copper. It 
represents carloadings: the haul- 
ing of ore from the mines to the 
mills and of finished electric 
toasters and vacuum cleaners— 
yes, and even work clothes—from 
manufacturer to storekeeper. 
What it all means, in short, is 
that business hasn’t seen anything 
yet—in terms of postwar volume.

Jap War Crimes Suspects 
Ordered to Trial June 3 
Despite Protests. 


TOKYO, May 6 (AP) —Hideki 
Tojo and 26 other war-time leaders 
of Japan today entered pleas of 
not guilty to charges that they 
unleashed a war of aggression 
and murder in the Pacific. They 
were ordered to trial June 3 
despite their counsels’ protest that 
the interval is too short. 

The Far East Tribunal, before 
which the 27 appeared for their 
first formal] hearing, will convene 
again next Monday, however, to 
permit the defense to renew its 
challenge that the court has no 
jurisdiction in the pending cases. 

Tojo’s attorney, Ichiro Kiyose, 
charged the court’s president, Sir 
William Webb of Australia, has 
been biased by his investigation of 
Japanese atrocities in New Guinea 
and could not judge fairly. His 
motion to disqualify Webb was 
denied. 

The only defendant not enter- 
ing a plea was Shumei Okawa, 
who was absent from the court- 
room undergoing a sanity exam- 
ination by Allied psychiatrists as 
a result of his slapping Tojo’s 
head in the court last week. 

Sadao Araki, former general 
and war minister, was the first 
to plead. He stood stiffly and in 
clipped Japanese began a lengthy 
statement, but Webb cut him 
short. 

One by one, the one-time gen- 


erals, diplomats and politicians bit |: 


out the same sharp words, “Not 
guilty to all charges.” 

Tojo was the next to last called. 
He just denied his guilt and sat 
down.

Rough Going for 
People in Holland

THE HAGUE, May 6. 

IFE in Holland today appears on the surface 
very much the same as it did before the war. 
The narrow brick streets look just the same 
—where they haven’t been bombed. Brass door- 
bells glisten. Win- 
dow panes shine, 
White starched cur- 
tains frame pots of 
flowers in every 

‘window, 

But actually Hol- 
land has a long way 
to go before she 
really gets back to 
normal. 


Dutch determina-' 


tion for speedy re- 
covery is evident 
everywhere, There’s 
none of the listless- 
ness one notices in 
other once German- 
occupied countries. 
Everyone is hurrying, and hurrying with a pur- 


pose. 

It’s more difficult to hurry now in Holland 
than before the war. Formerly a land of bicycles, 
today almost everyone must walk or crowd into 
a tram, 

The Nazis not only took all bicycles, they also 
took all machinery for making new ones. A 
few venerable wheels still roam the streets. But 
one never sees them parked. Most treasurd pos- 
sessions, they always accompany their pwners 
indoors, whether on a shopping expeditfon or a 


dinner party.

EVERYBODY LOVES to cycle in Holland. 
Even Queen Wilhelmina at 60 has a royal wheel 
to take her morning tour of the palace grounds. 

When Princess Juliana and Prince Bernhard 
returned last week from visiting the royal fami- 
lies of Scandinavia, most precious gifts they re- 
ceived were two small bicycles for the princesses. 

Today in Dutch towns instead of jingling of 
bicycle bells one hears clanking of rimless 
wheels. Rubber tires are so scarce, customs of- 
ficials greet everyone with the same question, 
“How many bicycle tires have you in your suit- 
case?” 

Ingeniously the Dutch have developed a 
wooden tire with springs placed at intervals to 
help kick it around. 

Luxury two wheelers, such as motorcycles, or 
even motorbikes seem almost extinct. 

A few cars appear on the streets, mainly be- 
longing to officials or doctors. They can be im- 
ported now, but the industrious Dutch are more 
interested in trucks. To buy either a car or a 
bicycle one must prove necéssity. 
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IN LARGE CITIES some busses are back. 
Tram service is good. But on Sundays you walk 
or stay home. To save wear and tear none of 
the three taxies in The Hague, or the 50 in 
Amsterdam are allowed to run. But on Sundays 
Amsterdam horsecabs come into their own. 

Dobbin pulls contraptions that only war neces- 
sity could have dreamed up. Motors have been 
taken out of old sedans and a high buggy seat in- 
stalled. Drivers’ seats are turned backwards to 
make a Cinderella coach out of a ‘35 vintage 
automobile. 

Canal boats were a favorite Dutch method of 
transportation. Most freight traveled by water. 
End of the war found Holland with only one- 
tenth of her former fleet. Tracing boats in 
European waterways is difficult and slow. Very 
few have returned. 

For ocean shipping the two large harbors of 
Rotterdam and Amsterdam are miraculously 
ready to handle the same tonnage as before the 
war. But shipping must be direct. Storage fa- 
cilities are still inadequate. 

Train service is surprisingly good. At the time 
ef liberation only 150 locomotives remained in 
the country. Most Dutch lines were electrified 
or deisel and the Germans carted off all equip-

THE GERMANS also destroyed all possible 
bridges. Where these have not yet been repaired 
ferry and bus service connects trains. Hollanders 
have rejuvenated old engines and are using 
coaches that look like the toonerville trolley, but 
the trains run. py 

Half hourly service connects The Hague and 
Amsterdam. It’s a 50-minute ride, but a telephone 
call takes all day. Local dial service is good; long 
distance interminable. 

An urgent call usually goes through in half 
a day. For a priority one pays five times the 
regular fee. It isn’t lack of efficiency—it’s lack 
of lines. 

The Dutch are trying hard—but in telephones 
as in all other fields, there just aren’t enough 
material for a return to prewar standards.

ASE J-283: Sybil V., aged 26, is a wealthy young woman 

with one youngster five years old. Her husband owns a 

chain of stores and has a keen business mind. “I wish you 
could help me, Dr. Crane,” she said. “I constantly feel as if I 
am on the verge of a nervous breakdown. In fact, six years 
ago I actually did have a nervous breakdown and was in a 
sanitarium three months. 

“Our family physician said it was just my nerves, for he 
made very thorough tests and pronounced me in good condi- 
tion otherwise. Now I feel another breakdown coming on. I 
can’t even be a good mother to our little girl, for my nerves 
are so bad that I cannot stand her noise. She irritates me 
with her crying, so I finally hired a governess to look after 
her. My husband is growing irritated with me because I 
cannot get over my nervous condition. He has been very 
tolerant of me, but he wants me to see somebody who can 
completely cure me. Dr. Crane, what is the matter with me?”

IN A CASE LIKE THIS it is always wise to examine the 
patient lest there be an organic cause for her condition. But 
Sybil is organically fit, which means that she has been checked 
especially as regards her thyroid. This thyroid or “goitre” 
gland in the neck can speed up the body’s activities and make 
one jittery or nervous, But so can too much stimulation, as 
from coffee, late hours and excessive eyestrain, or erotic frus- 
tration and jealousy, or prolonged fears, As a rule a nervous 
breakdown is a symptom of some deep seated emotional con- 
flict that may have been going on for months or even years. 

Sometimes people will work feverishly and frantically in 
an effort to evade or forget the unsolved conflict. Occasionally 
the breakdown occurs just as the patient is coming down the 
home stretch, so to speak, and is finishing a very difficult job. 
Popularly, we say the overwork caused the breakdown. This is 
not strictly true. The overwork was just a frenzied means of 
trying to evade the deep emotional conflict. So when the 
work was reaching completion, the person’s conflict again 
asserted itself, for he no longer had any place to hide from 
facing it. People who meet their problems and settle them as 
they arise are not likely candidates for nervous breakdowns.

SYBIL HAD an abnormal terror of pregnancy and child- 
birth. The real root of her difficulty, therefore, lay in the fact 
that she was frightened at the thought of becoming a mother. 
Her first breakdown six years ago had come when they were 
contemplating having a family. After five years, her husband 
seriously discussed their having a playmate for this child. 

That was when Sybil again began to experience the fears 
that led her to expect another nervous breakdown. A break- 
down could not only result from her conflict, but she secretly 
hoped it would also stave off the event which she dreaded. 

Childbirth is no longer the painful bugaboo that it was a 
generation ago, so wives should learn the facts about it and 
thus eliminate such dread as Sybil demonstrated.

W:: cooks need to keep in mind 


constantly the necessity of 

using bread sparingly. Other 
carbohydrates such as potatoes, 
cornmeal, and rolled oats are ex- 
cellent alternates, and if we'll 
serve all of these in their most 
attractive form, the family won't 
mind reducing their bread quota 
to a slice or two a day. And we 
need to hold the line on plans for 
meat dishes. Instead there is fish, 
chicken and eggs that are just as 
valuable for good protein as the 
best of meat. Our recipe today 
is a most elastic one—whether you 
have one cup of diced left over 
chicken or two cups, it can be 
made with equal success. The 
more chicken, the more cRicken 
flavor. The less chicken, the 
more the potato flavor will pre- 
dominate. But with the basic 
créam sauce to bind the two prin- 
cipal ingredients together, there 
is considerable protein present. 

Even a little cheese can be 
added to bolster the protein. Once 
the ingredients are settled on, the 
next most important consideration 
is to do a good cooking job—one 
that will hoes the sauce blanket- 
ing the potatoes and chicken as 
smooth as Can be. When one puts 
raw potatoes directly into a cas- 
serole and pours cold milk over 
them curdling is almost sure to 
result, But if one will put the 
potatoes and milk together in a 
saucepan and heat them over di- 
rect heat until the mixture boils 
and then transfer to a casserole, 
there will be no curdling and the 
cooking will be reduced at least 
two thirds. So this is a trick that 
every cook needs to become fa- 
miliar with and once they try it, 
they will never wish to go back 
to the old way of escalloping po- 
tatoes or any other dish that is 
liable to curdle with the long slow 
cooking. 

Left Over Chicken and Potato 

Casserole, 

Two Ibs. potatoes (baking va- 
riety), three cups milk, two tea- 
spoons salt, one cup Paschal cel- 
ery, diced, two tablespoons butter 
or margarine, melted, two table- 
spoons flour, one cup chicken, 
cubed or sliced, one-half lb. cheese, 
cut into cubes, 

Wash, peel, and slice potatoes 
about one-eighth inch in thickness. 
Cook covered with the milk and 
salt for 15 minutes, until pota- 
toes are just transparent. Add cel- 
ery for last five minutes of cook- 
ing. Remove from heat and pour 
a small amount of milk over the 
blended butter and flour. Stir to 
a smooth thin paste. Carefully 
stir into the potato mixture in 
pan. Add remaining ingredients 
and turn into a greased six-cup 
casserole and bake in a 350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit oven for about

Shredded Wheat Bread. 

From New England comes this 
interesting shredded wheat bread. 

Crumble five shredded wheat 
biscuits and add to them two 
tablespoons lard, one-half cup of 
molasses, three teaspoons of salt 
and two cups of scalded milk, 
Dissolve a yeast cake in one-half 
cup of lukewarm water and when 
the first mixture is lukewarm, 
too, add the dissolved yeast cake 
liquid to it. Gradually add four 
cups sifted flour, stirring well, 
preferably with a wooden spoon. 

When the dough is mixed thor- 
oughly, turn it out on a floured 
board and knead with both hands. 
Five minutes should be enough. 
Put it back in the bowl and let 
it rise to double in bulk. Knead 
again for five minutes and divide 
in half. Then divide each half and 
knead in four round balls, Put 
two of these in two greased pans 
and let rise again. Then bake for 
45 mirutes in a moderate oven. 
When done, brush the tops of the 
loaves with butter—and eat hot 
for the first round!

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 


HE habit of saying grace is 
T= too rarely part of our daily 

lives, and yet, in the face of 
starvation all over the world, ev- 
ery one of us in this country 
should say grace with our whole 
hearts each time we sit down to 
our easily acquired and ample 
meals. <A pertinent cartoon by 
Herblock, illustrating this theme, 
appeared recently in the Washing- 
ton Post. The background shows 
a sea of starving children’s faces, 
and in the foreground sit three 
somewhat elderly people, com- 
pletely comfortable, correct, vir- 
tuous and conventional looking. 
The table before them is groaning 
with food, and the caption reads: 
“Shall we say grace?” 

With the cartoon, sent to me 
from Washington, was a page out 
of the Congressional Record, con- 
taining an article reprinted by 
Senator Wagner. Entitled “A Bill 
of Duties,” and written by John 
Kirkland Clark —a distinguished 
member of the bar who had pub- 
lished this article in the May 1945 
issue of the Bar Bulletin of the 


New York County Lawyers’ Asso- 


ciation—its thesis is one that I 
think should be emphasized over 
and over again. In democracies 
we are apt to talk a great deal 
about our “rights,” but Clark 
points out that every right has a 
corresponding duty.

I DO NOT agree with all that 
he says about WPA jobs, because 
I have traveled too much in this 
country and seen too many 
schools, bridges, civic centers, 
roads and swimming pools built 
by the WPA not to realize that 
much good and valuable work was 
accomplished. I entirely agree, 
however, with his thesis that all 


work, of whatever nature, should 
be done to the limit of the abili- 
ties of the man who !s performing 
the job. I do not believe that any 
man who is not working to the 
full extent of his ability can real- 
ly get satisfaction out of his work. 

Clark points out the reasons 
why the new organized masses are 
making some of the same mistakes 
which organized business made in 
the past. I cannot quote’ here the 
whole of this interesting article, 
but there is one point which serv- 
ice on one of the United Nations 
commissions makes me want to 
bring before everyone's eye. Clark 
writes: “If we join a union of 
nations to see to it that peace is 
maintained throughout the world 
—to enforce the right to peaceful 
living of nations—it will be neces- 
sary to discharge the duty im- 
plicit in the pledge, which is that 
we must accept a determination 
made not solely by ourselves as to 
when measures for the enforce- 
ment of peace must be taken— 
in which we. must presumably 
join.” 

* * . 

I THINK we even have a duty 
sometimes, when we are citizens 
of a democracy, to express our- 
selves in opposition to the policies 
which may for the moment be the 
policies of the majority within our 
own country. For that is the only 
way that people may be brought 
to think along new lines, and the 
majority of today may become the 
minority of tomorrow. In other 
words, each individual in a democ- 
racy has the duty to live up to the 
standards which he believes are 
right. This may sometimes be a 
disagreeable duty. But when you 
believe in the right of equality 
among men, then you must accept 
the duty of individual thinking 
and living by your own standards,
